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MINISTRY OF LABOUR 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 31st October, 1986 

S.O. 823(E),—Whereas the Central Government 
Is of opinion that an industrial dispute exists between 
the employers of the Tata Tea Limited and their 
employees at Assam, Calcutta, Kerala, Bombay, and 
Tamil Nadu, in respect of the matters specified in the- 
Schedule hereto annexed. 

And, whereas, the said industrial dispute is of such 
a nature that the establishments of the Tat'a Tea Ltd. 
situated in more than one State, are likely to be in¬ 
terested in or affected by, such dispute; 


And, whereas, the Central Government is of opinion 
that the said industrial dispute should be adjudicated 
■by a National Tribunal; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government;— 

(i) in exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 7B of the Industrial Disputes Act L 1947 
(14 of 1947), hereby, constitutes a National 
Tribunal with Headquarters at Calcutta and 
appoints Justice Shri Amitabha Dutta as its 
Presiding Officer; and 

(ii) in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1A) of section 10 of the said Act, 
hereby refers the said industrial dispute to 
the said National Tribunal for adjudication.

The quantum of bonus to be paid by the manage¬ 
ment of Tata Tea Limited in respect of ; 

(i) their employees in Assam and Calcutta for 
the year 1980 ; 

(ii) their employees in Kerala for the year 1982;. 

and 

(iii) their employees in Assam, Kerala, Tamil 
Nadu and Bombay for the year 1983. 
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
